PREFATORY  NOTE 


Three  of  the  seven  sons  of  Isaac  Collier  No.  52  (1725-1796)  of  the  old  town 
of  Coxsackie,  Greene  Co.,  N.Y.  by  his  wife  Sarah  Van  Vechten,  migrated  about 
I8l2-l8l5»  to  Steuben  Co.,  N.  Y.  (towns  of  Bath,  Avoca,  Cohocton,  Wallace  (?), 
Thurston  etc.)  namely:  Dirck  #69  (Richard)  Hubartus,  #73,  (anglicized  to  Albert); 
and  Joel  #74. 

Robert  (Roober)  #131,  son  of  Theunis  #73  also  settled  in  the  same  county. 

In  it  Dirck  was  always  known  as  Richard  by  the  English  form  of  the  name.  Hubartus 
appears  in  all  the  Steuben  records  as  Albert,  but  there  is  no  question  as  to  their 
identity  with  the  Greens  Co.  Dirck  and  Hubartus.  Whether  Teunis,  himself,  settled 
in  Steuben  Co.,  is  not  yet  positively  known,  although  references  to  him  in  old 
family  letters  indicate  the  possibility.  But  family  Bible  records  clearly  show 
that  Robert,  who  m.  Mary  Stockbridge  ("Polly"),  was  the  son  of  Teunis,  who  was 
bom  in  Greene  Co. 

Isaac  Collier,  the  father  of  Dirck,  Teunis,  Hubartus  and  Joel,  va3  of  the 
fourth  generation  In  descent  from  Jochim  Colyer,  our  "Dutch"  Progenitor  who,  the 
records  show,  was  in  New  Netherlands  prior  to  August  8,  1643.  Possibly  he  was 
there  some  years  prior  to  that. 

In  the  collection  of  the  great  amount  of  information  herewith  presented, 
every  valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  Miss  Alberta  M,  Collier,  of  Avoca 
and  her  sister  Ruby,  descendants  of  Hubartus,  and  by  E.  Charles  Smith  of  Avoca 
and  his  elder  brother,  Harry  Collier  Smith  of  Dundee,  New  York,  descendants  of 
Richard  (Dirck)  #69,  and  by  Morey  Collier  Skinkle,  of  Bath  and  Richard  D.  Collier 
(gen.  9)  »n&  his  son,  Robert  T.  (gen.  10),  of  Hattisburg,  Miss.,  descendants  of 
Robert,  No.  121  (son  of  Teunis,  No.  73 )«  Note  that  "Teunis"  was  often  spelled 
Theunis,  also  Tunis,  and  is  the  English  equivalent  of  Anthony,  the  form  of  the 
name  frequently  used  by  their  descendants  in  modern  times. 

William  Collier  feels  unable  to  unite  in  this  prefatory  note  without  saying 
that  not  only  has  all  the  information  about  the  descendants  of  Joel  No.  74,  been 
collected  and  verified  by  his  collaborator,  Mr.  Marquis  E.  Shattuck,  but  that 
the  latter '8  keen  and  intelligent  interest  in  his  Collier  relationship  prompted 
the  initial  step  into  the  search  as  to  all  the  Colliers  of  Steuben  Co. 

Librarians  are  requested  to  index  the  addenda  under  the  name  Collier, 
Collyer,  Colyer,  and  also  to  cross  reference  on  their  index  cards  with  Sever- 
smiths:  "Colonial  Families  of  Long  Island,  New  York  and  Connecticut."  Vol.  II, 
(1946-7)<>  The  page  references  in  the  Addenda,  are  to  the  book  Just  mentioned. 
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Readers  vili  also  be  helped  greatly  If  the  index  card  also  cross-reference  to 
the  following  documents  by  William  Miller  Collier,  copies  of  which  have  already 
been  sent  to  the  Libraries  to  which  these  Addenda  are  now  beifig  sent  or  they 
will  be  furnished,  if  possible,  upon  request.  The  documents  referred  to,  are: 
"Ancestral  Chart  (Paternal)  of  William  Miller  Collier,  and  Theodore  Collier" 
"Preliminary  Memorandum  as  to  the  Co Iyer  Monograph"  (Sever smith ' s  article)  re¬ 
vised  as  a  "Key"  to  the  said  monograph: 

It  is  understood  by  us  that  Mr.  Seversmith's  monumental  series  of  books  on 
"Colonial  Families  etc."  in  which  the  Collier  (Colyer  etc.)  family  appears  in 
Vol.  II.,  is  not  to  be  printed,  but  that  about  25  copies  of  Vole.  L  &  II  have 
already  been  mimeographed  by  him  and  it  is  believed,  have  been,  or  will  be,  dis¬ 
tributed  amongst  the  leading  genealogical  libraries  of  the  country  from  Boston 
to  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco.  About  7  copies  of  the  Collier  section  only 
were  mimeographed  for  Mr.  Wm.  Collier  and  these,  with  copious  notes  and  addition¬ 
al  matter  by  him,  have  been  presented  to  The  Holland  Society  of  N.  Y. ,  The  N.  Y. 
Genea3.ogical  and  Biographical  Society;  The  New  York  Historical  Society  at  Central 
Park  West,  New.  York  City;  The  Columbia  Co.  Historical  Society,  at  the  "House  of 
History",  Valatie  (Kinderhook) ,  N.  Y. ;  The  Department  of  History  &  Archives  of 
Montgomery  Co.,  New  York,  at  the  Old  Court  House,  Fonda,  New  York;  and  to  Prof. 
Theodore  Collier,  Rollins  College,  Winter  Park,  Florida;  and  to  Prof.  John 
Sheldon  Collier,  St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire .  Unfortunately  no 
further  copies  are  available  for  distribution. 

The  writers  of  this  addenda  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  many  Colliers 
who  are  related  to  us  have  not  yet  been  traced.  There  are  probably  many  in 
Canada.,  in  California,  in  Tennessee,  and  in  various  portions  of  the  mid-west. 
Should  any  persons  have  reason  to  believe  they  are  descended  from  the  "Dutch" 
Jochim  (l)  Collier,  and  if  they  are  able  to  submit  definite  record  evidence  of 
their  ancestors  back  to  their  Collier  great-grandfathers  and  their  wives  it  is 
possible  that  we  can  suggest  their  connection  with  our  lines.  Any  information 
given  by  us  would  be  entirely  gratuitous  although  it  would  be  impossible  for 
either  of  us  to  undertake  any  search  or  examination  of  records,  beyond  those 
already  known  to  us .

Descendants  of  Dirck  5  Collier  No.  69 
(known  in  Steuben  Co.  as  Richard) 
and  his  2d  wife,  Mary  Haight 


Richard  (Dirck)  5  Collier  (No.  69) ,  son  of  Isaac  (4)  and  Sarah  Van 
Vechten  Collier,  migrated  from  Coxsackie,  Greene  Co.  N.  Y.  to  Steuben  Co., 
N.  Y.  in  18I2  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Bath.  His  first  wife,  Cordelia 
Hoes,  had  died  leaving  a  daughter  Cornelia  and  a  son  Isaac.  His  second 
wife  was  Mary  Haight,  daughter  of  Stephen  and  Margaret  Cook  Haight  and 
sister  of  Elizabeth  who  married  Richard's  younger  brother.  General  Samuel 
Haight,  Richard's  brother-in-law,  was  in  charge  of  the  Pultney  Land  Office 
and  is  credited  with  inducing  Richard  to  move  to  Steuben  County.  In  1824 
Richard  removed  from  Bath  to  the  town  of  Howard.  He  died  in  Steuben  County 
in  I85O.  Twelve  children  were  bora  to  Richard  and  Mary  as  indicated  below: 

Note:  Included  herein  is  Isaac  6  Collier,  No.  98,  eldest  sen 
of  Dirck  by  his  first  wife  Cornelia  Hoes,  although  it  is 
doubtful  that  this  Isaac  accompanied  Dirck  and  the  rest 
of  the  family  to  Steuben  County.  If  he  did,  he  soon  re¬ 
turned  to  Greene  Co.  and  there  married  and  had  a  numerous 
family  including  a  son  Richard  H.  who  later  migrated  to 
Cayuga  County  and  was  the  immediate  ancestor  of  Henry  A. 
Collier  of  adjacent  Cortland  County.  Special  reference 
is  made  to  Rev.  Isaac  Collier  No.  355,  (1830-1914)  a  younger 
son  of  Isaac  98.  Although  none  of  these  sons  of  Isaac  No. 98 
lived  in  Steuben  Co.,  we  include  them  herein  because  of  their 
descent  from  Dirck  (I76O-I85O)  who  lived  in  Steuben  Co.  for 
nearly  40  years.

One  son  moved  to  Sempronius, 
Summerhill,  Cayuga  Co.,  N.Y.  See  Supplemental  Information  of  TEE  COLYER  FAMILY 
pp.  1019-1020;  also  ancestor  of  Rev.  Isaac  Collier,  b.  183 0,  s-Q  to  whom  see 
special  article  herein.

The  @  sign  indicates  that  a  list  of  descendants  of  the  person  so  marked  appears 
on  subsequent  pages  hereof. 

The  family  Bible  which  was  shown  us  gives  dates  of  birth  of  all  the  children  with 
exactness  -  day  of  week,  hour  of  day,  and  date  of  month.  Many  of  the  children 
were  baptised  In  the  1st  Refd.  Dutch  Ch.  of  Coxeackie,  N.Y.  ,  but  the  dates  of 
the  baptisms  as  well  as  the  birth  appear  in  the  Bible  and  all  are  in  substantial 
conformity. 

Stephen  Collier  and  wife  Hanna  Beebe  had  a  eon  Jonathan  b.  at  Howard,  N.Y.  who 
d.  unmarried  Oct.  25,  1891,  &ged  46  years.  Do  not  confuse  this  Stephen  with 
Stephen  b.  Jan.  19,  1800,  son  of  Joel  5  Collier  and  Elizabeth  Haight,  sister  of 
Mary  Haight.  The  two  brothers,  Dirck  and  Joel,  married  two  sisters. 

Additional  footnotes: 

Mary  Ann  Collier  and  Ezekiel  Rice  Sr.,  are  ancestors  of  Harry  Collier  Smith  of 
Dundee,  N.Y.  and  E.  Charles  Smith  of  Avoca,  N.Y.  They  possess  valuable  old 
family  letters  and  the  Family  Bible  and  have  been  most  gracious  in  permitting 
them  to  be  copied  for  us  by  Alberta  M.  Collier  and  Ruby  Collier  of  Avoca.  We 
are  very  grateful  to  them  all.  See  Smith  pedigree  incorporated  hereinafter. 

See  also  conclusions  reached  after  examination  of  abstracts  from  old  letters  as 
to  Richard  (b.  18 07 ) ,  Jonathan,  Henry  H. ,  and  Joel  b.  1804,  as  to  whose  descen¬ 
dants  further  information  is  greatly  desired. 

Conclusions  derived  from  old  Family  letters. 

Old  Collier  family  letters  in  possession  of  E.  Charles  Smith  of  Avoca, 
and  his  brother  Harry  Collier  Smith  of  Dundee,  N.Y. ,  show: 

1.  Richard  Collier,  b.,  1807,  son  of  Richard  (Dirck),  b.  I76O,  was  in  charge 
of  Welland  Canal  operation.  Northern  section,  1833;  entire  canal,  1837* 

Was  married  (1)  to  Elizabeth  Cook  and  (2)  to  Eliza  Snively;  had  at  least 
one  child,  Mary  Ann.  He  resided  at  St.  Catherine,  Ontario,  Canada.  No 
evidence  that  he  moved  elsewhere. 

2.  Jonathan  Collier,  b.,  1809,  son  of  Richard  (Dirck),  b.  I76O;  also  lived 
at  St.  Catherines  in  1833  and  had  a  good  position  with  the  Canal  Co.  No 
evidence  that  he  moved  away.  One  letter  shows  that  neither  Richard  nor 
Jonathan  was  in  Canada  as  early  as  1830.  It  is  possible  that  descendants 
of  both  of  them  may  still  be  living  in  Canada,  although  they  may  have  gone 
on  to  Michigan.  (Attention!  Colliers  (Collyere)  of  Canada.) 

3.  Henry  H.  Collier,  b.,  I80Q,  son  of  Richard,  b.  1760;  was  at  school  in  St. 
Catharine  in  1836,  studying  for  his  profession  (Presumably  civil  engineer¬ 
ing).  He  was  back  in  Bath  in  1837  hut  whether  to  remain  permanently  is 
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uncertain.  Family  tradition  says  that  he  had  two  sons  one  named  Harry  and 
that  he  or  one  of  hie  sons  settled  in  Tennessee.  Information  as  to  Tennessee 
Colliers  who  may  possibly  be  his  descendants  is  greatly  desired. 

(Attention!  Colliers  of  Tennessee.)  * 

4.  Tunis  Collier  (referred  to  in  one  of  the  letters  as  "Uncle  Tunis")  was  b.  in 
Coxsackie  abt.  1771,  and  was  brother  of  Richard ,  b.  1760;  Hu bar tu a ,  bap.  in 
Cox.  1773  and  Joel,  b.  1776  or  1777 >  all  of  whom  settled  in  Steuben  Co.,  as 
did  Tunis'  son,  Robert,  who  m.  Mary  Stockbridge . 

One  of  the  letters  shows  that  Tunis  and  his  wife  were  in  1833  living 
(apparently)  near  St.  Catherines.  The  natural inferences  are  that  he  had  at 
one  time,  lived  in  Steuben  Co.  If  so,  other  sons  of  his  besides  Robert  may 
also  have  lived  there . 

5.  Aaron  Towner  who  m.  Susanna  Collier  (dau.  of  Richard  b.  I76O),  moved  to 
Plymouth,  Mich.,  and  for  a  time  worked  on  shares,  the  farm  of  the  "Shattucks". 
Sarah  Van  Vechten  Collier  (Eldest  dau.  of  Joel,  b.  1776  or  1777),  had  m. 

Alfred  Shattuck ,  in  Steuben  Co.,  N.  Y.  and  moved  to  Plymouth  where  they 
lived  many_year8  until  their  respective  deaths,  a  highly  esteemed  couple. 

6.  A  reference  in  one  letter  to  "Jane"  suggests  that  possibly  Jane  Moore  Collier 
(dau.  of  Richard,  b.  1760)  and  her  husband  Adam  Loucks  may  have  been  living 
near  St.  Catherine  on  Dec.  28,  1843 ;  although  possibly  the  reference  was  to 
Jane  Weaver,  wife  of  Jonathan  Theal  Collier,  who  according  to  family  records 
had  then  been  dead  only  four  months.  They  had  been  married  eight  years  and 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  reference  to  children,  apparently  of  Jane,  adds  to 
the  interest.  Jonathan  as  we  know,  had  lived  in  Ontario  for  some  time.  No 
reference  to  him  in  this  letter.  Steuben  Co.  Colliers  should  endeavor  to 
ascertain  whether  he  left  descendants  and  where  they  and  still  later 
generations  now  live  or  have  lived.

Co.,  and  d.  at  the  age  of  90  on  Dec.  22,  I85O  -  buried  in  Avoca. 

His  wife,  MARY  HAIGHT,  was  b.  Mar.  17,  1773, (Chart  says  1774)  d.  Jan..  1,  1863, 
age  89,  buried  in  Avoca. 

JACOB  HOOPER  COLLIER  #101,  son  of  above,  was  b.  in  Athens,  Greene  Co.  on 
Sept.  3,  1799 . 

J.H.C.  d.  May  13,  1888.  His  wife  CHARLOTTE  EVERTS,  b.  Aug.  2,  1804;  d.  Mar. 31, 
I87I  -  both  buried  in  Avoca.

Statement  by  Alberta  M.  Collier: 

Inasmuch  as  this  F.  V.  Collier  is  burled  in  the  same  plot  with  the  rest 
of  JH  &  C's  family  It  would  be  reasonable  to  suppose  that  he  is  their  son. 

This  could  be  Fred  (known  as  "honey"  because  of  his  height),  father  of  Lillian 
and  Fred,  previously  mentioned.  If  so,  there  is  a  story  connected  with  him  e.g. 
while  a  prisoner  in  Andersonville  prison  during  the  Civil  War  he  became  very  ill 
and  felt  he  was  going  to  die.  He  gave  his  sword  to  a  friend,  Elias  Shults  (this 
story  comes  from  Shults  descendants,  not  living)  with  the  request  that  the  sword 
be  given  to  hie  son  Fred  as  soon  as  he  was  old  enough  to  handle  it  without 
hurting  himself.  This  Mr.  Shults  did  and  the  living  descendant  still  remembers 
being  warned  not  to  touch  it  as  a  child.

Additional  Notes  as  to  Children  of  Jacob  Hooper  Collier:

Athens,  N.Y. ,  above  stated  as  the  birthplace  of  Dirck  (Richard),  b,  1760;  and 
Jacob  Hooper  Collier,  was  then  a  part  of  the  old  town  of  Coxsackie .  It  was  in 
old  Albany  Co.  until  Greene  Co.  was  formed  in  1800;  and  Athens  as  a  town,  did 
not  exist  until  1800,  or  possibly  1820.  Most  of  the  records  as  to  birth  and 
baptism  of  Dirck's  (Richard's)  children  and  those  of  all  his  brothers,  are  to 
be  found  in  the  First  Refd.

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Bear  in  mind,  the  foregoing  relates  only  to  those  children  of  JHC's  whose  burial 
records  and  gravestones  have  been  found;  and  the  name s  are  not  necessarily 
arranged  in  the  order  of  their  birth.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  E.  Charles 
Smith  of  Avoca,  and  his  elder  brother  Harry  Collier  Smith  of  I)pndee,  N.Y.  ,  have 
we  obtained  some  additional  information,  especially  as  to  Richard  Collier  and 
Mary  Collier,  both  of  whom  Mr.  E.  Charles  Smith  knew  personally.  He  was  their 
first  cousin  and  was  intimate  with  them,  he  was  46  years  old  when  Mary  died. 

This  Richard,  quite  possibly  the  eldest  of  the  children  of  J.H.C.  was  born  in 
Avoca;  married  Iydla,  dau.  of  Caleb  Gray.  Her  death  certificate  says:  b.  1840; 
d.  1907 ;  aged  60  yrs.  Neither  the  grave  nor  death  certificate  of  this  Richard 
has  yet  been  found;  he  may  have  died  before  the  date  when  death  certificates 
were  first  issued  in  Steuben  Co.,  that  is  before  1888.  Richard  and  his  wife 
had  no  children. 


Additional  Notes: 

Mr.  E.  Charles  Smith  also  reports  as  to  a  child  of  JHC ,.  Mary  or  Mary  Arm,  who 
d.  March  1,  1924,  aged  75  years,  5  months,  11  days;  therefore  b.  Sept.  20,  1848 
This  was  only  5  months  and  5  days  after  the  death  of  Mary  E. ,  dau.  of  JH  &  C,  In 
giving  the  sane  name  to  a  later  born  child,  as  had  been  previously  given  to  a 
child  that  had  died,  JH  &  C  were  simply  adhering  to  a  practice  very  coimnon 
amongst  Dutch  Colonial  ancestors.  Mary  never  married.  I  understand  that  she 
owned  and  occupied  quite  a  stately  house,  which  still  remains  as  a  land-mark  of 
the  town.  She  was  buried  in  the  local  cemetery.  Its  records  show  that  interred 
in  the  lot  which  she  owned  are  "Mother"  (probably  an  error  for  Mary  herself  as 
her  own  mother  was  not  interred  there  and  she  herself  was  not  a  mother),  "a 
niece,  two  infante"  and  "Fred  Collier",  (who  was  her  nephew).  It  seems  strange, 
considering  her  prominence  that  there  is  no  marker  at  her  grave  and  the  exact 
location  of  it.  Her  own  lot  Is  not  shown  in  the  records. 

E.  C.  S.  (E.  Charles  Smith)  in  a  recent  letter  to  W.  M.  C. ,  after  mentioning 
Mary  and  Fred  says  "Jane  Collier  married  a  Mr.  Perkins.  I  think  she  d.  in 
Kanona,  N.  Y.  I,  (W.M.C.)  do  not  know  who  this  Jane  was.  Did  J.H.  &  C.  have 
a  daughter  of  that  name? 

E.  C.  S.  informs  me  that  "Fred  Collier,  nephew  of  Mary,  and  grandson  of  JH  &  C, 
died  Feb.  29,  1924,  in  Buffalo,  N.Y.  ,  and  was  buried  at  Avoca,  aged  62  yr.  6  mos 
7  days."  and  "Hazel  M.  Collier,  dau.  of  Fred,  d.  in  Buffalo,  and  was  buried  in 
Avoca,  1922".  The  identification  of  this  Fred  as  the  little  son  of  Fred  W. 
(Nicknamed  "Boney"),  whose  tombstone  in  the  J.H.C.  lot  reads  "A  Soldier's  Grave, 
is,  I  think  established  beyond  doubt.  I  fully  concur  with  Alberta  Collier  in 
her  opinion  heretofore  quoted. 

I  hope  that  the  family  records  of  the  Smiths,  or  County  and  Court  records  will 
give  still  more  information  about  JH  &  C. ,  and  their  descendants  down  to  date.

(Figures  which  follow  names  are  the  distinctive  numbers  given  in  "The  Colyer  Family'" 
to  aid  in  identification,  and  page  references  are  to  that  book  unless  otherwise 
stated.) 

Descendants  of  Isaac  Collier  #98  eldest  son  of  Dirck  (Richard)  #69,  who  was  born 
in  Greene  Co.,  in  1760  and  moved  to  Steuben  Co.,  N.Y.  about  1812,  with  special 
reference  to  Rev.  Isaac  Collier  (1830-1914). 

This  Isaac,  bap.  Coxsackie,  1st  Reformed  Dutch  Ch.,  the  28th  of  Feb.  1790,  spon¬ 
sors  Isak  Kalyer  (#52)  and  Annaetje  Kalyer  (#67).  The  infant  Isaac  was  eldest  son 
(2d  child)  of  Dirck  (Richard)  by  his  first  wife,  Cornelia  Goes  (Hoes).  He  probably 
did  not  accompany  his  father  Dirck  (Richard)  when  the  family  migrated  to  Steuben 
Co.  about  1812,  although  he  may  have  done  so  and  returned  almost  immediately  to 
Catskill  to  marry  and  reside.  He  was  a  farmer  in  Green  Co.  all  his  life  and  died 
there  in  lB6j.~ 

Catskill  Reformed  Dutch  Church  records  show  that  Isaac  #98  by  his  wife  Rachel  Perry 
had  three  sons  bap.  in  that  church,  viz.  John  Perry  #350,  leb.  1,  1813;  Richard 
Henry  #351,  Nov.  25,  I8l6;  George  Eallock,  #352,  March  25,  1819;  and  two  daughters; 
Elizabeth,  #353,  born  Feb.  25,  1822  and  bap.  in  April  1822;  and  Cornelia  #354,  born 
April  23,  1824  and  bap.  June  24,  1824. 

They  and  the  descendants  of  Richard  Henry  #351,  who  migrated  to  Sempronius  and 
Summerhill,  Cayuga  Co.,  N.Y.  where  he  died  in  1896  are  listed  in  Supplemental 
Information,  "Colyer  Family",  pp  1019-20. 

This  Richard  Henry's  line  has  therein  been  brought  down  to  and  including  the  four 
children  of  his  grandson,  Henry  Alley  Collier,  of  Cortland,  N.Y.  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  correcting  an  error  as  to  Willis  Collier  stated  therein  to  be  the 
son  of  Richard  Henry  by  his  second  wife.  He  was,  In ‘fact,  his  son  by  Richard 
Henry's  first  wife. 

Further  information  about  Henry  and  George,  two  other  sons  of  Richard  Henry,  who 
were  born  about  1845-6  and  1847-8,  respectively,  and  their  descendants,  some  of 
whom  are  reported  as  having  settled  in  California  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  writer  of  this  article.

An  additional  child  of  Isaac,  #98,  and  his  wife  Rachel  Perry,  has  only  recently 
(April  1948)  been  discovered  as  a  result  of  information  obtained  from  the  Library 
of  .Rutgers  University  and  from  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Stat.  of  Battle  Creek,  Mich. 

It  shows  that  they  had  a  son,  Isaac,  b.  at  Athens,  old  town  of  Coxsackie,  Sept.  8, 
I83O.  It  is  quite  likely  that  there  were  other  children  between  Cornelia,  b.  18^4 
and  this  Isaac.  Anyone  able  to  give  information  as  to  any  such  child  will  please 
inform  the  writer. 

Isaac  decided  to  become  a  Refd.  Dutch  Dominie;  he  attended  Coxsackie  Academy  and 
the  grammar  school  at  New  Brunswick,  N.J. ,  worked  his  way  through  Rutgers  College, 
graduated  there  in  1857;  and  from  New  Brunswick  Theol.  Sem’y  in  i860;  pastor  of 
Coeymans,  N.Y. ,  1860-66 ;  Battle  Creek,  Mich.  1866-70;  Addisvale,  Pa.,  1871-7^; 

Congl.  Ch.  of  Augusta,  Mich,  (sic);  1885.  He  apparently  loved  forest  and  stream

and  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  woods  for  he  he came  a  sort  of  recluse  and  for  12 
years  (1902-14)  lived  in  a  small  cottage  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Goenae .  He  became 
known  throughout  the  State  as  the  Henry  D.  Thoreau  of  Michigan,  (see  Inter-Ocean 
of  Chicago);  he  was  appointed  Game  Warden  of  Calhoun  Co.  On  Feb.  18,  1914  he 
was  found  dead  in  his  home  at  or  near  Battle  Creek,  apparently  having  died  from 
natural  causes  a  day  or  two  earlier.  The  death  certificate  showed  that  he  was 
the  son  of  Isaac  Collier  (#98  WMC)  and  Rachel  Berry,  so  called  in  the  certificate 
although  in  the  baptism  records  of  their  several  children  she  is  called  Rachel 
Perry,  which  evidently  is  the  correct  family  name.  She  is  so  called  in  the  biog. 
sketch  of  Rev.  Isaac  in  "The  Calhoun  Co.  Blog.  Album",  1891. 

This  Isaac  to  whom  we  here  give  the  identification  #355,  married  (l)  i860,  Emma 
Deane  of  New  Baltimore,  Greene  Co.,  N.Y. ,  and  (2)  May  1873,  Mrs.  Anna  H.  Elliott, 
(nee  Amer  or  Arner)  of  Germantown,  Pa.  He  left  two  daughters;  Luella,  (Mrs.  L.  W. 
Bo lan  of  Brooklyn,  N.Y.)  daughter  of  the  first  wife,  and  Mrs.  Frank  Huntley  of 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  both  living  at  these  places  in  the  1920's.  Mrs.  Huntley  was 
Grace  Helena,  b.  Jany  17,  1880.  Fred,  a  son  by  the  first  wife,  d.  in  early 
childhood,  Nov.  '20,  18?0.

This  Rev.  Isaac  Collier  (bom  1830)  should  not  be  confused  with  the  Rev.  Isaac 
Henry  Collier,  #228  (father  of  William  Miller  Collier  #304  and  Theodore  Collier 
#306)  born  1834.  Both  of  them  were  born  at  Athens,  N.Y.  now  a  part  of  the  old 
town  of  Coxsackie;  both  of  them  were  sons  of  Isaac  Collier,  one  a  son  of  Isaac 
Collier  #98,  the  other  a  son  of  Isaac  Collier  #114.  Both  of  them  were  students 
at  Rutgers  College  and  at  the  New  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary  at  overlapping 
times,  two  years  together  In  the  college  and  one  or  two  years  in  the  Seminary, 
and  both  of  them  had  pastorates  in  Dutch  Reformed  Churches  in  various  towns  in 
New  York  State.

Hubartus  (5)  Collier  (#7*0,  son  of  Isaac  (4)  and  Sarah  Van  Vechten 
Collier,  followed  his  two  brothers  Joel  and  Dirck  from  his  home  in 
Greene  County  to  Steuben  County,  N.  Y.  Thereafter  his  name  is 
recorded  as  Albertus  and  Albert.  His  diary  reads:  "Sot  out  on  my 
journey  with  my  family  to  the  town  of  Bath  in  the  courfty  of  Steuben 
the  26th  of  Feb.  1814  and  arrived  there  the  1st  of  March."  Hie  older 
son  John  removed  from  Bath  to  Avoca  some  time  after  the  father's  death 
in  late  18 14  or  January  1815.  Some  of  his  descendants  are  living  in 
Avoca  today. 

Hubartus  was  born  in  the  old  town  of  Coxsackie ,  Greene  Co.,  N.  Y. , 

May  25,  1773.  He  married  in  Coxsackie  or  vicinity  Elizabeth  Plank. 

The  following  outline  gives  those  branches  of  the  family  which  it  has 
been  possible  to  trace.  Consult  the  text  of  THE  COLYER  FAMILY  (Seversmith) 
for  all  dates  not  herein  stated.

NOTES  BY  W.M.C. 

The  approximate  date  of  death  of  Hubartus  (Albertus,  Albert)  the  head  of  this 
branch  of  the  family,  is  shown  by  his  will  dated  Sept.  25,  1814,  probated  and 
recorded  at  Bath,  N.Y. ,  Jan.  28,  1815.  The  printed  abstract  of  it  mentions 
wife  Elizabeth,  and  all  the  children  above  named  including  Henry,  called  the 
younger  son  "not  of  age".  It  should  be  noted  that  we  have  no  further  mention 
of  him.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  ascertain  whether  he  had  descendants,  and 
if  any  of -them  are  now  living. 

All  of  the  children  of  Hubartus,  except  Henry,  were  baptized  in  Coxsackie 
R.  D.  Church. 

Hubartus  himself  was  baptized  under  that  name  and  was  so  called,  even  in  his 
father '8  will  made  In  1796,  and  appears  under  that  name  in  otherrecords ; 
although  in  some  he  is  called  Albertus,  and  Beer's  HISTCRY  OF  GREENE  COUNTY 
says  he  became  known  as  Albertus  and  then  Albert.  There  is  absolutely  no 
doubt  that  in  Steuben  Co.  he  is  the  one  who  was  known  as  Albert. 
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PART  III 

Joel  Collyer  Line* 


Joel  (5)  Collyer  (No.  75)  vas  probably  the  first  of  the  Collyer  family  from 
Green  County  to  settle  in  Steuben  County.  Family  tradition  relates  that  the 
family  was  living  near  the  Hudson  River  not  far  from  Albany  in  the  summer  of 
1807,  but  two  references  indicate  that  the  following  year  they  were  living  in 
Steuben  County.  "Joel  Collier  (Collin)  erected  in  1808  at  or  near  Wallace 
another  hotel  (a  second)."  In  that  same  year  the  governor  commissioned  Joel 
Collyer  a  lieutenant  of  a  company  of  militia  in  Steuben  County.  His  migration 
to  that  county  was  doubtless  instigated  by  his  brother-in-law,  Brigadier  General 
Samuel  Haight,  who  had  settled  in  Bath,  January  1,  1804,  where  he  served  as  a 
land  agent  for  the  Pultney  Tract. 

Joel  was  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Sarah  Van  Vechten  Collyer.  The  family  Bible 
gives  ’his  birthdate  as  December  13,  1776.  The  record  of  his  baptism  in  the  First 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  Coxsackie  is  not  sufficiently  clear  to  quote  although  it 
would  appear  reasonable  to  assume  that  it  was  December,  1776  or  January,  1777* 

The  stone  which  marks  his  grave  in  the  Cohocton,  Steuben  County,  cemetery  states 
that  he  died  July  28,  1829,  at  the  age  of  52  years. 

On  November  7,  1798,  Joel  Collyer  married  Elizabeth  Haight,  daughter  of 
Stephen  and  Margaret  (Cooke)  Haight  of  Loonenburg  (now  Athens)  Greene  County, 

New  York.  She  was  the  sister  of  Mary  Haight  who  married  Joel's  brother  Dirck. 
Elizabeth  was  born  May  17,  1782,  died  August  5,  1850,  in  Steuben  County,  and 
was  buried  in  the  Cohocton  cemetery. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  branch  of  the  family  continued  to  spell 
their  name  with  a  "y".

Sarah  V. ,  oldest  child  of  Joel  and  Elizabeth  Haight  Collyer,  was  born 
November  22,  1799,  in  Coxsackie  and  died  September  13,  1886,  in  Plymouth, 

Wayne  County,  Michigan.  May  28,  1820,  she  married  Alfred  Shattuck ,  son  of 
Joseph  and  Chloe  (Scott)  Shattuck  of  Cohocton.  Alfred  was  bom  August  16, 
1794,  in  Deerfield,  Mass.,  and  died  August  13,  1847,  In  Plymouth,  Michigan, 
from  injuries  received  from  a  fall  while  breaking  a  team  of  colts.  Alfred 
and  Sarah  lived  for  a  time  near  Wallace  station,  Steuben  County,  New  York, 
where  they  kept  a  tavern.  Alfred  was  active  in  community  affairs,  was  captain 
of  a  company  of  riflemen  in  the  state  militia,  and  represented  the  town  in 
various  other  capacities. 

In  1832  they  migrated  to  Michigan,  settling  in  Plymouth,  Wayne  County. 

The  children  of  Alfred  and  Sarah  Shattuck  were :

The  two  oldest  boys  of  Joel  -  Stephen  H.  and  Isaac  S.  -  apparently  removed 
from  Steuben  County  while  young  men  but  no  trace  of  them  or  their  descendants 
has  been  found. 

Samuel  N. ,  fourth  child  of  Joel,  migrated  as  a  young  man  to  St.  Louis  where 
he  became  a  merchant.  In  1848  he  likewise  owned  and  operated  a  sawmill  in  East 
St.  Louis  where  he  had  purchased  a  large  farm  and  timber  land.  He  married  and 
had  two  daughters,  the  younger  one  named  Rosa  was  born  about  I85I.  Samuel  died 
of  cholera  about  I852. 

Joel  S. ,  son  of  Joel,  settled  at  Monk  Mound,  near  Collinsville,  Madison 
County,  Illinois,  prior  to  1846.  An  old  letter  intimates  that  in  I85O  he  had 
a  daughter  named  Charlotte  who  was  about  eight  years  old.  ''She  resembled 
Abraham",  who  may  have  been  an  older  brother.  No  other  information  is  avail¬ 
able  about  this  family. 

Fletcher  H. ,  died  September  3,  1837,  at  the  age  of  twenty-five.  Prior  to 
that  date  a  Fletcher  Collyer  of  Wayne  County,  Michigan,  purchased  land  in  both 
Wayne  and  Shiawassee  counties.  It  seems  probable  that  this  was  the  same 
individual.  No  record  of  his  marriage  or  family  has  been  found. 

Harriet  P.  remained  in  Cohocton  and  married  Salmon  Waterbury.  She  cared 
for  her  mother  in  her  last  illness  in  the  summer  of  I85O.  No  word  of  her  after 
that  date  can  be  found. 
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Charles  P.  (Pinckney),  youngest  son  of  Joel,  started  west.  In  the  fall  of 
1850.  Going  to  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  he  engaged  passage  on  a  river  steamer 
for  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  where  he  planned  to  visit  his  brother.  Cholera  broke  out 
on  the  boat  and  Pinckney  was  taken  ill  with  many  other  passnegers  and  was  taken 
ashore  at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  for  hospital  care.  There  he  died  in  October, 
I85O.  No  record  of  his  marriage  or  of  any  family  has  been  found.  Possibly  he 
had  remained  in  Cohocton  to  care  for  his  mother  who  died  in  August  of  that  year.

Abstract  of  a  letter  received  by  WMC  1/29/19^8  from  Robert  T.  10  Collier  of 
Hattiesburg,  106  N.  2k  Ave.  Comment  by  WMC  in  brackets. 

Extracts  from  a  family  bible  in  possession  of  Robt.  T.  10  which  was  begun  about 
X87O:  (At  that  date,  Robt.  Collier  who  married  Mary  Stockbridge,  had  been  dead 
only  five  years  and  his  son,  Richard  A.,  b.  in  1825,  was  living  and  continued  to 
live  until  1907.  The  latter  presumably  had  Intimate  family  knowledge  of  the 
persons  and  dates  recorded  in  this  bible.  Additional  information  as  to  the 
authenticity  of  these  Bible  records,  if  obtainable,  would  be  material;  but,  even 
without  further  evidence,  I  think  we  have  conclusive  evidence  upon  the  most 
important  point,  namely,  that  Robert,  who  married  Mary  Stockbridge,  was  the  son 
of  Theunis  5  (often  spelled  Tunis)  Collier,  son  of  Isaac  k  Collier  and  his  wife 
Sara  Van  Vechten.  The  Bible  says  that  this  Robert,  father  of  Richard  A.  was 
born  March ‘12,  1796.  That  is  precisely  the  date  of  birth  of  Robert,  the  son  of 
Theunis  5  Collier  and  his  wife  Catharine  VandenBerg.  I  firmly  believe  the  entry 
in  the  family  Bible  was  based  on  statements  made  by  Richard  A.  Collier  who  at 
that  time  was  in  good  health  and  of  sound  memory.  It  agrees  so  exactly  with  the 
birth  date  in  the  baptismal  record  in  the  church  at  Coxsackie ,  N.Y. ,  that  I  feel 
there  can  be  no  question  that  Robert  6,  father  of  Richard  A. ,  was  the  son  of 
Theunis  5.  WMC).

Family  Sketches 


Collier,  Richard  A.,  was  born  in  Bath,  Nov.  15,  1825.  His  father,  Robert 
Collier,  came  to  Bath  in  1812  and  entered  the  employ  of  Dugald  Cameron. 

He  married  Polly  Stockbridge,  by  whom  he  had  12  children,  six  of  whom  are 
now  living.*  Mr.  Collier  was  one  of  the  leading  men  of  Bath  in  the  early 
days,  buying  and  clearing  wood  lands.  He  died  in  1865,  aged  70  years. 

Richard  A.  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Seeley  Crosby,  by  whom  he  had  two 
sons:  Morey  S.  and  Daniel  M.  Mr.  Collier  has  been  engaged  in  lumbering 
and  farming ‘all  his  life,  having  cleared  three  farms.  He  is  one  of  the 
leading  men  of  the  town. 

Hardenbrook,  Frank,  was  bora  in  Seneca  County,  March  7 ,  1831.  Richard 
Hardenbrook,  his  father,  came  to  Bath  April  1,  18^5,  and  was  identified 
as  a  farmer,  and  later  in  life  as  the  owner  of  the  Hardenbrook  foundry. 
Frank  Hardenbrook  was  educated  at  Haverling  Academy,  after  which  he  taught 
school,  and  in  I8p6  married  Mary  J. ,  daughter  of  John  McElwee,  by  whom  he 
had  one  child,  Mary  L.  Mr.  Hardenbrook  is  one  of  the  representative 
farmers  of  the  town,  serving  as  justice  of  the  peace  for  27  years.

A  recent  inspection  of  old  letters  in  possession  of  Harry  Collier  Smith, 
shows  that  in  one  of  them  from  one  of  the  Steuben  Co.  Colliers  who  had  gone  to 
Ontario,  Canada,  to  live,  the  writer  referred  to  "Uncle  Tunis"  as  having  again 
settled  "near  him,"  either  in  Ontario  or  Steuben  Co.  It  is  not  quite  clear, 
but  the  fair  inference  is  that  he  meant  Ontario.  But  it  is  certain  that  the 
reference  was  to  Tunis  Collier,  father  of  Robert  6;  and  I  think  it  not  unlikely 
that  Tunis  at  some  time  had  lived  In  Steuben  Co.

The  names  Coller  and  CoHar  are  so  sijilar 
to  CoHier  (and  it3  variants)  that  one 
should  always  "keep  an  eye"  on  them  when 
they  appear  in  records;  for  in  that  epoch 
6f  careless  spelling  it  is  possible  tu&t 
they  were  Colliers.  3ut  I  think  it 
Improbable  that  Calvin,  Balance,  or 
Alan son  were  in  any  way  related  to  the 
Isaac  4  Colliers.  I  have  never  found  those 
Christian  names  in  connection  with  Colliers 
(Colyers,  CoHyers  et  el)  in  any  place  or 
in  any  generation.  The  name  George  in  its 
English  form  appeared  amongst  Colliers 
of  Otsego,  Cortland  and  Cayuga  counties  ( 2i .  I . ) 
in  the  early  XIX  century;  ana  Jurrian 
which  is  said  to  be  a  Dutch  or  balloon 
form  of  "George"  was  frequently  recurrent 
in  the  2d  end  3d  generations.  l?e  have  bean 
unable  to  trace  the  descendants  of  any  of 
tile  Colliers  named  George  or  any  of  those 
named  Jurrian  after  the  5a  generation. 

It  is  not  impossible  that  there  are  such 
descendants  and  they  nay  have  taken  one 
"  name  CoHar.  Information  desired. 


Footnote* 

The  number  of  males  in  the  family  of 
Balance  CoHer  in  the  Hst  sent  W.M.C. 
is  illegible.  It  may  be  0  or  6. 

Note  the  astonishing  preponderance  of 
males  over  females  in  these  4  Colier- 
CoHar  families.  Intensive  search 
should  be  made  to  ascertain  who  they  were.

Mary  Haight.  However,  3  other  sons  of 
Richard  #69,  namely  Jacob  Hooper,  Joel  R., 
and  Richard,  b.  1307,  were  unmarried  in 
1825;  and  unless  they  had  gone  away  in 
1825  to  take  jobs  elsewhere,  it  is  hard 
to  see  why  they  do  not  appear  in  the  census 
of  that  year  as  male  children  of  Richard. 

He  apparently  had  5  unmarried  sons  in  1825. 
If  all  were  living  at  home  this  would  make 
6  males  for  the  census  instead  of  3* 

I  assume  that  Alberta1 s  statement  that  this 
census  was  taken  in  1825  is  correct. 

It  is  certain  that  the  Richard  who  appeared 
in  this  census  as  head  of  the  family  could 
not  be  Richard  (the  son  of  Richard  #69) 
b.  in  1807,  because  he  was  not  married 
until  1833;  nor  could  the  Richard  of  the 
1825  census  have  been  Richard  son  of  Robert 
#121,  b.  in  1825;  nor  Richard  son  of 
Jacob  Hooper  Collier,  nor  Richard  son  of 
John  D.  Collier.  The  last  two  were  not 
bora  until  after  1825.

the  recording  officers  often  used 
their  own  ideas  as  to  how  a  name  should 
"  be  spelled.  Two  of  the  sons  of  Richard 

No. 69  had  married  between  1825-1835. 

In  last  mentioned  year  he  had  only 
2  unmarried  sons,  thus  making  3  males 
in  family.  It  is  not  likely  that  this 
Richard  Colyer  was  Richard,  b.  1807, 
son  of  Richard  No.  69.  It  is  true  that 
he  had  married  on  10-29-1833  and  might 
have  had  3  children  (twins  find  one  other) 
born  in  or  prior  to  1835;  but  it  is 
highly  improbable.  Neither  could  this 
Richard  Colyer  have  been  the  son  of 
Jacob  Hooper  C.  or  John  D.  Collier. 

They  were  both  born  too  late  to  have 
had  such  a  family  in  1335.  For  the 
same  reason,  Richard  "Da  Collier,  son 
of  Robert  No.  121  in  ''’The  Colyer  (Collier) 
Family"  could  not  have  been  this 
Richard  Colyer.  Query;  Did  Reykart 
Collier,  son  of  Tunis  5  Collier  of 
Coxsackie,  ever  move  to  Steuben  Co.? 

Did  Tunis,  himself,  ever  live  there? 

If  not,  can  anyone  furnish  evidence 
as  to  liis  residence,  either  in  the 
U.S.A.  or  in  Canada,  after  leaving 
Coxsackie;  or  evidence  that  he  died 
in  Coxsackie?  There  is  some  reason 
to  believe  that  he  lived  at  one  time 
near  St.  Catherines,  Ontario,  Canada, 
on  the  Welland  Canal;  or  in  Steuben  Co.

Doubtless  the  same  as  the  John  Colyer, 
son"  of  Hubartus  (Albertus)  mentioned

Probably  this  is  the  same  Elizabetii, 
widow  of  Hubartus,  that  was  mentioned  in 
the  first  abstract  that  was  commented  on 
Elizabeth  Colyer  herein.  Very  likely  two  of  the  daus. 

had  married  between  1825  and  1835  and  one 
2  males;  2  females  or  two  sons  since  Hubartus  load  at  least 

2  sons — John  and  Henry.  It  is  a  little 
difficult  to  reconcile  the  number  of  males 
and  females  as  given  in  the  census  with 
our  records  of  births,  deaths,  and 
marriages,  unless  occasionally  a  married 
son  who  is  listed  in  the  census  as  head  of 
a  family  with  his  childraa  is  also  entered 
as  a  member  of  his  widowed  mother's  family. 
But  it  must  always  be  remembered  that  our 
family  records  may  have  omitted  some 
children.  Inasmuch  as  the  first  census 
did  not  give  names  of  any  of  the  children, 
it  is  possible  that  the  census  was  an 
enumeration  of  all  the  persons  living  in 
or  with  the  family,  including  aged 
relatives  and  dependents.  It  is  known 
that  in  certain  parts  of  the  country  in 
colonial  times  such  persons  were 
sometimes  included  in  a  census.

Hote  that  only  one  of  these  was  a  boy, 
viz.

on  Sept.  3j  1337,  at  25  years.  The 
statement  made  in  an  earlier  article  on 
Steuben  Co.  Colliers  that  Isaac  S.  and 
Stephen  Haight  Collyer  had  probably  moved 
from  that  county  as  young  men  must  be 
reconsidered  and  revised  in  view  of  the 
census  record  that  both  of  them  and 
their  brother  Charles  were  there  in  1850. 
Isaac  S.  may  have  a  host  of  descendants 
there  or  in  the  West.  The  difficulty 
in  tracing  them  lies  in  the  fact  that  very 
few  of  them  will  bear  the  Collier  name, 
for  8  of  his  chilaraa  were  girls. 

Efforts  should  be  ras.de  to  see  whether 
Isaac's  son  Fletcher  has  descendants. 

It  is  not  unlikely  that  he  settled  in 
Michigan,  Iowa,  or  Illinois.

The  discovery  of  this  census  record  of 
Joel  R.  and  nKazien  and  their  four 
children  born  prior  to  1850  is  of  ^reat 
importance.  Ko  family  records  as  to  these 
children  had  hitherto  been  brought  to  our 
attention.  Efforts  should  now  be  made 
to  trace  the  descendants  of  the  newly  found 
James  and  William.  Indeed  it  is  quits 
possible  that  Joel  R.  and  Kazie  (Keziah) 
had  several  more  children  born  after  1S50, 
possibly  several  sons,  who  have  descendants 
now  living,  perhaps  in  that  great  West 
towards  which  the  tides  of  migration  ran 
so  strongly  in  the  XIX  century.

1363. 

The  record  as  to  Mary,  age  21,  is  rather 
puzzling.  Listed  in  the  census  with 
Richard  #69  and  his  wife  Mary,  the  natural 
inference  is  that  she  was  their  daughter 
and  was  bora  in  about  1829;  but  Mary,  wife 
of  Richard  ,469  was  far  too  old  (55  years) 
in  1829  to  imve  a  child  in  that  year. 
Moreover,  she  had  a  dau.  named  Mary, 
b.  Aug.  16,  1311,  who  lived  until  1383. 

The  Mary  in  this  census  record  may  have  been 
Mary  Collier,  b.  Jan.  3,  1829,  dau.  of 
John  D.  Collier  (b.  1801)  and  granddaughter 
of  Richard  if 69.  Why  she  is  listed  as  if 
a  member  of  this  Richard*  s  family  I  do  not 
know.  Perhaps  she  became  part  of  the 
household  to  care  for  her  aged  grandparents 
or  for  some  other  family  reason.

These  unquestionably  are 
Jacob  Hooper  Collier  and  his  wife 
Charlotte  Everts;  and  their  eleven 
children  who  were  living  in  1850.

In  the  report  made  to  me  by  Alberta  Collier 
(Mrs,  McRae)  these  three  names  are  appended 
to  the  -foregoing  list  of  the  family  of 
Jacob  Hooper  Collier,  the  name  of  Charles, 
age  27,  following  James  (son  of  Jacob  Hooper), 
age  12,  But  I  am  convinced  tint  the  records 
refer  to  Elizabeth  (Haight)  Collyer,  \rLdow  of 
Joel,  and  to  two  of  their  sons,  Stephen  Haight 
and  Charles  Pinckney,  All  the  ages  given  in 
the  census  tally  exactly  with  dates  of  birth 
given  in  family  records.  It  is  known  from  old 
family  letters  that  Elizabeth  died  on  Aug#  5> 

1350  (after  the  census  was  taken).  (Gravestone 
confirms  this  date),  and  that  Charles  (nPinckneyn) 
set  out  for  the  Southwest  a  month  or  two  later 
and  died  of  cholera  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  in 
October  of  that  year. 

As  the  records  make  no  mention  of  Stephen  aHaightn 
age  50,  being  married  in  1350,  it  is  probable 
that  he  never  married,  altho  it  is  possible. 
Apparently  he  did  not  go  vest  in  his  early  man¬ 
hood  to  settle,  as  has  hitherto  been  assumed 
but  he  may  have  done  so  after  I3p0;  and  the 
presumption  that  no  descendants  of  his  are  liv5.ng 
is  not  a  conclusive  one.  Care  should  be  teken 
to  avoid  confusing  Charles  Pinckney  Collyer  with 
Charles,  son  of  Jacob  Hooper  G#  and  other 
Colliers  bearing  this  name.  Also  avoid  confusing 
Stephen  nHaightM  Collyer  (son  of  Joel)  with 
his  double  cousin,  Henry  Haight  Collier,  b.  1818, 
youngest  son  of  Richard  #69.  Hone  of  the  census 
records  refer  to  Joel  S.  Collyer,  b.,  according 
to  family  records,  Jon.  23,  1309,  son  of  Joel5 
and  Elizabeth,  According  to  old  family  letters 
he  was  living  near  East  St.  Louis,  Illinois,  in 
1850.  Family  records  and  letters  should  be  re¬ 
studied  and  also  all  accessible  pertinent  records 
of  early  settlers  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Missouri  to  trace  these  lines. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Elisabeth 
Haight  was  16  yrs.  5  mos.  and  20  days  old  when 
she  married  Joel  5  Collyer,  Her  first  c  did  was 
b.  1  yr.  and  15  days  later,  and  her  3th  and 
last  child  when  she  was  41  years  old# 

The  information  sent  by  Alberta  Collier  McRae

also  of  so me  help  in  studying  the  family 
of  Robert  (presumably -son  of  Tunis)  who 
we  believe  is  the  Collier  who  m.  Polly 
Stockbridge.  But  irruch  more  intensive 
study  should  be  given  to  this  branch  of 
the  family.  What  is  shown  by  the  early 
census  of  towns  in  Steuben  Co.,  other  than 
Bath,  Cohocton,  Avoca,  and  Howard? 

Moreover  to  trace  the  descendants  of 
tho  Steuben  Co.  Colliers,  many  of  whom 
went  West,  a  careful  study  should  be  made 
of  all  early  deeds,  wills,  administrations, 
and  judicial  settlements  in  Steuben  County. 
Documents  of  this  kind  frequently  contain 
references  to  early  ancestors  and  often  give 
information  as  to  changes  of  residence. 

Our  search  for  the  early  Colliers  and  their 
nary  descendants  cannot  be  considered 
thorough  until  cJLl  interested  kinsmen 
study  the  official  records  that  I  have  just 
mentioned.

William  Miller  Collier 
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A  C OLLYER--  SH AT TUC K  ANCESTRAL  OUTLINET 
(No a-  York  and  Michigan  Family)

The  first  Collyer  family  of  the  line  sketched  below  lived  in  New  Amsterdam, 

New  Netherlands,  prior  to  16444,  The  first  record  of  the  head  of  this  family, 

Jochem  Kaljer  (Collyer),  was  a  promissory  note  signed  by  him  on  August  6,  1643.  In 
that  same  year  is  a  baptismal  record  of  Jacob  Kayker,  son  of  Jochem  Kayker,  which 
may  refer  to  the  same  family,  as  many  think  likely.  In  1644  is  recorded  in  Nev/ 
Amsterdam  the  baptism  of  Jeurgie,  child  of  Jochem  Kaljer.  Jochem  died  in  or  prior 
to  165S  for  in  that  year  his  widow,  Magdalena,  was  married  to  Gysbert  Theunisse. 

The  following  year,  1660,  and  again  in  1663,  the  sale  of  property  consisting  of  lots 
in  New  Amsterdam  "belonging  to  her  late  husband"  v/as  made  by  Magdalena  Theunisse. 
Reference  to  the  record  appears  in  the  Manual  of  the  ^ommon  Council  of  the  City  of 
Nev/  York,  18654  which  in  that  year  reprinted  records  or  abstracts  of  records,  of 
early  colonial  days  in  New  Amsterdam,  and  New  York. 

The  form  and  spelling  of  the  family  name  in  this  first  and  subsequent  genera¬ 
tions  is  a  subject  of  considerable  interest  and  speculation.  It  appears  as  Calder, 
Kalder,  Kaljer,  Caljer,  Calyer,  Colyer,  Collier,  Collyer,  and  several  other  forms. 

In  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  members  of  the  third  generation  of  the  family  were 
called  Galliers.  The  Collyer-Shattuck  line  here  recorded  used  the  spelling  "Goll- 
yer"  in  later  generations. 

The  origin  of  the  family  is  likewise  a  matter  of  conjecture.  It  has  been  pre¬ 
sumed  bjr  many  to  be  Holland-Dutch  although  there  is  one  statement  of  the  middle 
nineteenth  century  that  it  v/as  Huguenot.  However,  this  latter  strain,  probably 
Walloon,  may  have  come  from,  the  distaff  line,  i.e,  Magdalena  Waele  or  a  later  gen¬ 
eration.  Professor  John  0.  Evjen,  in  Scandinavian  Immigrants  to  New  York  Between 
1630-1674,  discusses  the  name  very  fully  in  an  "Excursus"  and  suggests  the  possibil¬ 
ity  that  the  family  origin  was  Scandinavian.  It  must  be  admitted  that  most  of  the 
business  and  social  relations,  such  as  sponsorship  at  baptisms,  etc.,  seem  to  have 
been  with  Scandinavian  neighbors  but  the  evidence  is  not  conclusive. 

The  children  of  Jochem  Kalder  (Kayker,  Carols,  Kier)  and  Magdalene  (or  Margar-

After  the  death  of  Jochem,  his  children  were  placed,  at  his  widow's  request, 
under  the  guardianship  of  his  friend  and  neighbor,  Pieter  Jansen  Noorman  (Jansen 
the  Norseman  or  Norwegian) . 

The  Second  Generation 

Michiel  (2)  Calyer,  son  of  Jochem  and  Magdalena  (Wale)  Kaljer,  was  born  in 
Nev/  Amsterdam.  He  was  baptized  June  5,  1650.  In  1670/l  records  show  that  his 
brother,  Jurrian  (2),  was  living  in  Kinder ho ok,  at  that  time  part  of  old  Albany

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County.  It  is  possible  that  Michiel  might  have  been  living  there  at  that  t ime 
or,  at  least,  some  time  prior  to  1687.  In  that  year,  1687,  Captain-General 
(Governor)  Dongan  s  decree  mentions  Michiel  (Michael)  by  name  as  one  of  several 
person  who  had  ’’seated  and  settled  themselves  on  the  lands  with  the  consent  of 
the  original  patentees  and  as  having  nade  improvements  thereon”  for  which  reason 
he  was  confirmed  in  his  rights  by  this  decree.  In  1704-5  Michiel  migrated  to 
Loonenburg  Patent.  This  land  grant  embraced  Coxsackie  and  Cat  skill,  two  of  the 
four  original  towns  which  became,  in  1800,  Greene  County.  Mere  he  bought  a  tract 
of  land  on  the  so-called  "Fountain  Flatts”  in  the  old  Coxsackie  part. 

Michiel  (2)  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Engletje,  daughter  of  Dirck 
("the  Swede”)  Bye  or  Byvan g .  A  daughter,  Magdalena,  was  born  to  this  marriage  as 
indicated  in  a  will  which  Michiel  made  in  1689. 

His  second  marriage  was  to  Treite  or  Titje,  daughter  of  Jurrian  Janse  Van 
Hoesen.  The  name  "Fytje"  which  one  writer  gives  for  this  second  wife  is  not  found 
in  the  records  nor  does  it  appear  to  be  a  family  name.  The  first  five  children 
by  this  marriage  were  baptized  in  the  Albany  Dutch  Reformed  Church;  the  last  three 
sons  were  baptized  in  or  into  the  Zion  Lutheran  Church,  at  Elinkenberg,  now 
Athens  (which  was  created  a  village  about  1804  and  a  town  about  20  years  later). 

The  Ihird  Generation 


Jochem  (3)  Calver,  the  eldest  son  of  Michiel  and  Titje  (Van  Hoesen)  Calyer, 
was  born  In  Kinderhook  but  probably  was  raised  in  Loonenburg.  June  16,  1821, 
Jochem  married  Christian  (Styntje)  Vosburgh,  daughter  of  Isaac  Vosburgh  end  Anna 
Janse  Goes  (Hoes)  of  Kinderhook.  In  about  1731  Jochem  Calyer  and  Isaac  Vosburgh, 
his  father-in-law,  and  five  others  were  given  a  patent  to  6,000  acres  of  land 
near  the  lands  they  already  possessed.  After  that  date,  apparently,  they  wore 
residents  of  Kinderhook  until  1734  or  1736-.;  In  the  latter  year  Jochem  owned 
lands  in  the  Loonenburg  Patent  in  that  portion  which  became  a  part  of  the  old 
town  of  Coxsachie.  H©  died  before  1751  when  his  estate  was  probated.  Jochem  had 
seven  children,  one  daughter  Anna,  who  married  'Jill  Hollenbeck,  and  six  sons.  Twc 
of  these  died  in  infancy.  Of  the  other  four,  it  has  been  possible  thus  far  to 
trace  but  one,  i.e.  Isaac. 

The  Fourth  Generation 

Isaac  (4)  Colver  (Kaljer)  son  of  Jochem  and  Christina  (Vosburgh)  Calyer,  was 
born  in  Kinderhook,  December  13,  1725.  He  was  baptized  on  "the  first  Sunday  of 
Epiphany"  thereafter  in  the  Athens  Lutheran  Church*  He  died  August  6,  1796. 

Isaac  was  a  man  of  legendary  strength.  In  the  deed  of  partition-division  of  land? 
of  Jochem  Calyer,  dated  1750,  Isaac  is  mentioned  as  one  of  the  parties  to  the  in¬ 
strument  and  as  eldest  son  and  heir-at-law  of  Jochem  Colyer,  to  whose  interest  in 
the  lands  he  succeeded. 

February  25,  1750/l,  Isaac  married  Sara,  daughter  of  Dirck  and  Helena  (Suy- 
land  (t)  Van  Vechten.  Sara  was  descended  from  Teunis  Dirckse  Van  Vechten,  who 
migrated  from  Holland  in  1638  (4),  and  Ilatys  Balnchan  and  Anthony  Grispel  of  Ar¬ 
tois,  -France,  Huguenot  immigrants  to  New  Netherlands,  in  1660.  Sara  was  born  cn 
July  29,  1729;  baptized  September  21,  1729;  and  died  December  29,  1789.
